7, aged 73 year-, five months and 15 
lays. He was born near Schellsburg on 
\pril 2, 1835. 


His wife and four children survive: 


'ohn, Emma, Adam and Ella, all at home, 
ilso, a brother and sister, Frank of 
Vew Paris and Mrs. Hattie Miller of Ty- 
'onc. The funeral was held Sunday af- 
eriioon, Rev, J. W. Lingle conducting 
he services. Interment in the Bedford 
:cmetery. 
A number of members of Wil- 


lam Watson Post No. 332 G. A. R. at- 
euded the funeral. 


Mr. Banner enlisted in Butler County 


>n December 7, 1861, and was mustered 
nto service at Harrisburg as a private iu 
Co. E, 103rd Rcgt. Pa. Vol. Inf., and 
was honorably discharged in December 


863. 
On January 1, 1864, he re-enlisted 


nid was engaged iu the following battles: 
Vorktown, 
Williamsburg, Fair Oaks, 


Vhite Oak Swamp, Malveru Hill, Har- 
isou Lauding, and a number iu North 
Carolina. He was captured at Plymouth, 


ST. C., on April 21, 1864, sent to Ander- 
onville Prison, and later to Florence, be- 
ng confined for ten months and six days. 
)n June 25, 1865, he was honorably dis- 
liarged. Mr. Banner was a brave and 
earless soldier and wa« able to recount 
iany adventures.

We cannot too often study and pon- 


\ tier any and every topic- which the 


Holy Spirit has seen at to set before 
us, Jbnt we must .beware or considering 
the Bible simply as a book to give us 
daily texts or mottoes. We must keep 
before us the whole plan of God as set 
forth in the whole book if we would 
walk with God in- peace and equity 
and turn people away from iniquity. 
This chapter in which we have our 
lesson begins with a record of ja vine- 
yard, and we are told that the vlne- 


, yard is the house of Israel and the 


men of Judah His pleasant plant, but 
that, although everything had been 
done for the vineyard that could be 
<lone or thought of by its owner, the 
Lord of Hosts, the fruit was most un- 
satisfactory. His people had therefore 
become a manifestation of woe and 


i not of blessing and the owner of the 


vineyard dishonored In the eyes of oth- 
•ers. Their sin is summarily stated in 
the last-clause o£ verse 24, "They have 
•cast "away the law' of the Lord of 
Hosts and despised the word of the 
boly one of Israel." 


We have seen something of this in 


our recent studies in Samuel. It is the 
testimony of all the prophets and of 


- the Bord. Jesus when here in humilia- 


tion as He taught the people in para- 
bles. He said of them, "This people 


v have I formed for Myself; they shall 


show forth My praise" (Isa. xlili. 21), 


" bat after long patience with them He 


had to say, "Be ashamed and con- 
founded for your own ways, O house 
of Israel" (Bzek. xxxvl. 31, 32). "Wheth- 
er it be Jews or gentiles, saints or sin- 
ners, 'it is manifest in all that "the 
carnal mind is enmity against God." yet 
"God is love" and not willing that any 
should perish and is ever beseeching 
men to turn to Him that He may for- 
give them and bless them and make 
Himself known through them, but His 
pitiful cry still is, "How often would 
I, and ye would not," "Ye will not 
come unto. Me" (Matt. xxiiiv37; John 
v, 40). The quotation from Matthew is 
in the chapter of many woes, teaching 
us that while He Is compelled to say 
"woe" he longs rather to say "blessed." 


The wees in this lesson chapter re- 


fer to those who give themselves up 


' to becoming wealthy, who live only 


for their own selfish gratification, who 
sin with all their might, defying God 
tcTdo anything, who call evil good and 
good evil, proud, self conceited, con- 
niving at wrong for the sake of re- 
ward. What a picture of the world 
lying in the wicked one! 
But these 


words describe those who bear His 
name, who are professedly His chil- 
dren, of whom He says in chapter 1, 2, 
"I have nourished and brought up 
children, 
and 
they 
have 
rebelled 


against Me." 
He does not expect 


either fruit or good work's from people 
who are dead in trespasses ard ^Ins- 
such, being dead, cannot do anything 
to please Him—but froiri all who nre 
saved by His great work He does ex- 
pect both fruit and -good works, for to 
that end He saves us. Note carefully 
Eph. ii. 8-10; Tit. iii, 5, 8. 
Is there 


any hope for such as those upon^whoru 
these woes are-jwonounced? Yes. truly, 
for His salvation is for the lost, and 
any who truly turn to Him are never 
cast out (Lake xix, 10: John vi. 37) 
See in I Cor. vi. 9-11. the kind of peo- 
ple who by His precious blood became 
washed and sanctified and justified, 
and remember that He is Jesus Christ, 
the same yesterday, today and for 
ever (Heb. till, 8). Do not waste time 
telling poor sinners of any kind, mor 
al or immoral, drunken, profane, licen- 
tious or as good as Nicodemus, to do 
anything in the way of signing a 
pledge or turning over a new leaf or 
trying again, but by the word of God 
in the power of the Spirit and in the 
name of the Lord Jesus show them 
ihat they are as impotent as the man 
at the t ^ol of Bethesda (John v) or 
worse than the man who fell among 
thieves (Luke x), for they are not only 
half dead, but wholly dead, guilty be- 
fore God (Rom. iii, 19), but to all such 
the grace of God bringeth salvation 
and eternal life is a free gift in Chr' 
Jesus, and. receiving Him. the si'r 
iit once becomes a_uhild of God. a i 
creature in Christ, having: n now 
i 


ture which cannot sin (Tit ii. 11)

still there, but the new. if yielded to, 
will hinder the old from doini; as U 
would (G.U v, 10.

It occurred to Sir 
Humphry Davy th-at the gas might 
be useful in promoting poetic inspira- 
tion, and he accordingly tried writing 
verse while under its influence, but the 
recorded result hardly shows a close 
connection between the divine afflatus 
and nitrous oxide.

French writer alludes'to it as bavins 
become a national vide ki England.
